iss Lou getting up and going into an- 
other room, in a few seconds the report 
of a pistol was disfinetly heard proceed- 
ing from the room which she had sought 
the moment before. At this the family 
hastened into the room and to their hor- 
ror found that the young lady had shot 
herself, inflicting a serious if not a fatal 

wound. Strange to say the force of the 
shot had not been sufficient to fell her. 
Necessary assistance was instantly ten- 
dered by herjrelatives and stimulants 
offered her, but she refused them, say- 
ing she desired to die. Medical aid was 
summoned and everything was done to 
alleviate her sufferings. Upon examina- 
tion the wound presented the following 
character; The ball entering the low- 
er portion of the breast, ranged down- 
ward and inward, lodging, it is supposed, 
near the spine. The weapon is thought 
from the appearance of the wound to have 
been in immediate contact with the body. 
At this writing the unfortunate young 
lady is in a very critical condition, and 
no hopes are entertained of her recovery. 
In truth she is expected momentarily to 
die. ‘These are the facts of this sad af- 
fair as far as we have been able to gather 
them from those who are acquainted 
with the particulars, and we have given 
them thus minutely to put to rest the 
many idle rumors that are afloat. Since 
writing the above, this unfortunate young 
lady died last night at 114 o’clock. 

The Georgia ~ Home Journal, pub- 
lished in Greenesboro, says: “Miss At- 
kinson was a member of the Episcopal 
church, and attended the services of 
that‘church on last Sunday morning in 
Madison, attracting the notice and com- 
mendation of the rector by the hearti- 
ness of her responses in this last partici- 
pation in the services of her church. 
We trust God will comfort the bereaved 
parents, kindred and fricnds in this un- 
expected and sad afiliction.”

THE FOURTEENTH AMENDMENT, 


And Lunderstand its constitutionality 
is maintained upop the ground that it. is 
within the power conferred upon con.

1. All persons ae or naturalized in 
the United States, and subject to the ju: 
risdiclion thereof, are citizens of the 
United States and of the state wherein 
t. cv reside. 

2. No state shall make or enforce any 


by this bill be examined with the view 
to determine whether they are rizhts be- 
longing to the individual io his charac- 
ter as a citizen ofthe United States as 
distinguished from his rights as a citizen 
ofa state. ‘The first provision relates to 

inns, @nd includes every case in which 
any eitizen,of New York for instance, 
shall apply for ac commodations 
an ion in that _ state. 

As before remarkeu, it may be that 
under the power to reguiate commerce 
among the several states, congress might 

provide that a pitizen going from one 
state into another in the prosecution of 
commerce, shouki while so engaged be 
entertained in the inns of the latter 
state. But suppose a citizen of New 
York, residing im Albany, goes to New 
York city to buy goods to be shipped 
him in Albany. In doing so, 

he is engaged in commerce wholly 
w:thin that state. Can it be said that 
he is ‘so engaged in virtue of his Citi- 
zenship of the “United States? Over 
such commerce congress has no control 
and in prosecuting” such Commerce it 
would seem that such person “would be 
exercising no right other than pertains 
to citizens of thatstate.

Let it 
be borne in mind that it is not the object 
of this provision to secure to citizens of 
the United States aright of trial before a 
jury constituted in a particular way, but 
to secure to citizens of the United States 
the right to serve as jurors ina state 
court in the trial of citizens or ishabi- 
it | tants of a state. The Supreme Court of 
the United States, in the 16th of Wal- 
lace’s reports, pase 138, decided that a 
citizen of the United States, as such, was 
nut entitled to practice as an attorney in 
the courts of a state; and speaking of the 
fourteenth amendmeut us affecting this 
question, says: 

“In regard to that amendment, coun- 
sel for the plaitiffin the court, truly 
says that there are certain privileges and 
immubities which belong to a citizen of 
the United States as such, otherwise it 
would be nonsense for the fourteenth 
amendment to prolibit a state from 
abridging them,;and he procecds to argue 
that the admission to the bar of a state 
of aperson who possesses the requisite 
learning 3nd character is ome 
of those rights which a _ state 
may not deny. In this latter proposition 
we are not able to concur with counsel. 
We agree with him that there are privi- 
leges and immmunities belonging to citi- 
zens of the United States in that relation 
and character, and it.is these, and these 
alone, which a state is forbidden to 
abridge. Butthe right to admission to 
pr e in the courts Of a state is not one 
ofthese. This right im no sense depends 
upon citizenship of the United States,
